TIi« Explanation of i'ommissioitcr 


The Northern Pnoific has completed 


the sale of about §35,000,000 of its se- 
curities. The priou is not made known. 
The sale is to n syndicate headed by 
Hfury Villard. The bonds will go to 
Europe, whore the. bulk of the third 
mortgage is already held. 
The transac- 


tion is said to extinguish lh« flouting 
debt, and leave something less than 
82,000,000 in the treasury to be expend- 
ed in improvements. 
An iudependont 


company, with a capital of $3,000,000, 
baa been formed for the purpose of sup- 
plying the railroad 
with equipment. 


Lurgo orders for engines and oars have 
been placed. The equipment compauy 
is composed of large stockholders and 
Directors of the Northern Pacific organ- 
ization, and the railroad is not bound 
for anything beyond the rental of equip- 
ment furnished it. 


There is a growing demand for Gov- 


ernment lands iu Northern California, 
nnd not only are well-to-do Hettler pour- 
ing in to this portion of tho State, but 
it is also a significant fact that strangorB 
from tha fijst are very attentive- in their 
inquiry relative to the advantages of 
the northern region. Tlie ootniug ytar 
promises great things for the State iu 
general, and Northern California in par- 
ticular. 


Mayor Francis, of St. Louis, has been 


nominated by the Democratic State 
Convention for Governor of Missouri.

Senator Stewart some time ago of- 


fered the following amendment to the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation bill, which 
was adopted acd is now pending before 
the Conference Committee:

tion of any person iu the mining re- 
gions of the United States for cutting

Nominations to stakes must be made to tho 


decretarj on or b"forc tho 1st day of August, 
1888' 
Entries for the purses must bo made 
two days preceding the race, at the regular 
time for closing entries as designated by the 
rules. Those who have nominated iu stakes 
muat name to the Secretary in writing which 
they will start tho day before tho raco, at G P. 
M. llorses entered in nurses can only bo 
drawn by the consent of the Judges. 


All horses entered for District purses must 


be owned and kept in Nevada and California, 
east of the Sierrj Nevaaau.for six mouths prior 
to day of race. 
Entries to all trotting racos will close August 


30th, with the Secretary. 
Five or moro to enter and three or moro to 


start iu all races for purses. 
National Trotting Association rules to govern

Resolved, That the attempt to substi tute Na- 
tional bank notes, costing the Government 
millions of dollars annually, for free silver, 
costing nothing, is an outrage upon the people; 
tflat the money ring or trust, which line usurped 
the sovereign power of the Government to is- 
sue money, and which has faauclulently demon- 
etized silver and seized the revenues of the 
Government for private speculation, shocks the 
moral sense ol the people and destroys respect 
tor Government und law. We demand that this 
ring or trust be destroyed and equal rights re- 
stored to all people. 


Resolved, That we chargo that President 


Cleveland is the willing tool or agent of a pow- 
erful money ring which tattcns the subsidies oi 
the Government, makes war on silver, issues 
its paper currency at the expense of tho Gov- 
ernment, borrows the revenues raised by taxa- 
tion, and uses them without tho payment of 
interest, contracts the currency to enhance tho 
value of bonds, and enriches the usurers while 
It depresses the price of labor and property. 


llesoUetl, That we favor the nomination of 


no man for President who is personally inter- 
ested iu National bunks or tbo bonded indebt- 
edness of thfl United States, but we demand » 
candidate who is free to do justice to all the poo- 
pie of tbe country—the poor as well aa tho rich.

ind hit, advisers by which they prevented a vote 
n iho hiouae of Representatives on the Heck 
stUer amendment to the Bond purchasing bill, 
equals the villainy of tho secret and fraudulent 
demonetization of silver in 187.J.
